2. TIMES LEAD "MARITIME UNIONS CALL A BOYCOTT ON GRAIN 
LOADING” EMPHASISES DEMAND LONGSHOREMAN AND 5 OTHER 
MARITIME AFL/CIO AFFILIATES FOR GOVT ACTION TO GUARD 
AGAINST RISING FOOD PRICES AND MORE PROTECTION U.S.

4. POST STORY COVERS SAME GROUND BUT EMPHASISES THAT

MEANY AND FORD ADMINISTRATION. NONE OF THE PARTIES 
INVOLVED IS FIGHTING ON PRECISELY THE SAME GROUND." 

WELL PLACED FEDERAL OFFICIAL QUOTED: ILA ACTION 
OBVIOUS ATTEMPT TO FORCE CHANGE IN 1972 SOVIET-AMERI- 
CAN MARITIME AGREEMENT, "WHICH BASIC ISSUE IN CURRENT 
DISPUTE ALTHOUGH NONE OF THE PARTIES OPENLY 
DISCUSSING IT." AGREEMENT STIPULATED THAT OF GRAIN

ONE THIRD OF HIGHEST 72 RATES. MARITIME ADMINISTRATION 
REPORTEDLY HOPING FOR APPROX. $15 AND ALSO REPORTED BY

YOUR LIFE.. .WITH DR. KISSINGER AT THE HEAD OF THE PARADE." 

7. IN THE SAME ISSUE POST LEAD EDITORIAL ATTACKS UNION 
BOYCOTT. WITH "ILA PURSUING ITS OWN FOREIGN POLICY" AND 
NOBLE SENTIMENTS RE CONSUMER COVER ATTEMPT TO GAIN 
PERMANENT CARGO PREFERENCE RULE REQUIRING U.S. SHIPS TO 
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CARRY HALF OF ALL GRAIN SHIPMENTS USSR AND EASTERN 
EUROPE. THIS WOULD NOT BE INEXPENSIVE; IF 72 AGREEMENT 

FULFILLED TO THE LETTER ONE THIRD U.S. SHIP RULE WOULD
